New York, Oct. 19 UP)—Teo- 


dore Erdmann 'Erich Lau, 44-year 
old German-born Argentine citizen 
described by the F.B.I. as the key 
figure in a notorious German spy 
ring, was held* by federal authori- 
ties today on espionage charges, 
climaxing a five year hunt on 
three continents. 


The F.B.I. said last night, In 


announcing his arrest, that Lau 
was the paymaster of the Kurt 
Frederick Ludwig spy ring which 
the government said relayed suffi- 
cient Information to Germany be- 
fore it was uncovered in 1941 to 
account for the sinking of at least 
12 Allied vessels. 
Lau was arrested by federal 


agents Wednesday upon ibis ar- 
rival from Canada—his first visi 
to the United States since :he flei 
in 1941, at which .time he was 
known to government, investlga 
tow only as tjta- mysterious "BUI,' 
who 'name appeared on captured 
spy documents' written in invisible 
U1K. 


Lau was arraigned yesterday be- 


fore7 Federal Judge Simon Rifkind 
on the espionage charges and bond 
was set at §50,000. 


Nine members of the Ludwig 
ring, which planned to send to 
many information on convoy 


movements, location or

ments and military information, 
were sentenced in March, 1942, to 
a total of 132 years in prison. Lud- 
wig himself received 20 years, the 
maximum allowed by law. 


An 18-year old German-born 


high school girl, Lucy Boehmler, 
who had joined the ring "for fun" 
was the key government witness 
who tattled on the group, gave 
the most damaging testimony that 
led to its members, including a 26- 
year old' housewife, being con- 
victed.

. The F.B.I. said the first clue to 
Lau's role in the German spy ac- 
tivities in the New York area 
came on March 18, 1941 when 
Capt. Ulrich von der Osten, "mas- 
termind" of the Ludwig ring, was 
killed by a taxi cab in Times 
Square. Ludwig, who was with 
him, snatched Von Der Osten's 
brief case and fled In the crowd.

However, judging by recent fire loss/sta- 


tistics, the American people need little in- 
struction in how to start destructive fires. 
Because of our carelessness, ignorance and 
plain downright laziness, we are experts in 
the field. 


The figures tell the story. Authorities say 


that nine out of every ten fires are easily 
preventable. Yet we will burn up about $600,- 
000,000 worth of property this year, to make 
the worst record in history—and we will 
burn to death some 11,000 human beings 
along with it. 


This will happen because we insist on be- 


ing careless with heating equipment; because 
we permit faulty electric equipment to go un- 
repaired; because we litter basements and 
attics and closets with inflammable trash; 
because we improperly dispose of smoking 
materials—and because we do a hundred and 
one similar things that a modicum of com- 
mon sense should tell us not to do. Think it 
over—and then decide whether vou're will- 
ing to do your part to prevent fire.

Customers 
weren't complaining enough, one 
market manager opined, saying "if 
more of them refused .to buy we 
could get meat cheaper from the 
wholesalers and charge less." 


Minneapolis: Only male buyers, 


"obviously irked," paid the higher 
prices in silence, one retailer re- 
ported. 


Seattle: Many housewives took 
"second look" before buying and 


the State Retail Meat Dealers 
Association advised them "not to 
be too anxious and rush the 
markets." 


Washington, D. C.: Butchers re- 


ported many buyers passing up 
95 cent veal cutlets and 79 cent 
leg of lamb, explaining that they 
could not afford it. 
One whole- 


saler declared "we won't buy any

price is right." 


Dallas: A newspaper survey re- 


vealed a number of butchers re- 
fusing to buy meat. One butcher 
commented: "AU that's needed to 
bring prices down is just let that 
meat hang in the coolers for 
awhile." 


Newark, N. J.: Joseph L. Vian, 


president of the New Jersey In- 
dependent Butchers Association, 
said such prices as SI a pound for 
hamburger were beyond the pur- 
chasing power of the average 
family and "as bad as no meat." 
He urged consumers not to buy 
meat until prices are "within rea- 
son." 
He predicted such action 


would reduce prices to about 35 
per cent above previous OP.A 
ceilings.
